1. On Augustas, 2010, the Applicants submitted to the Patent office a 
PTO/SB/81 form requesting a change in the Power of Attorney to 
Thomson Licensing SA 

2. On August 25, 2010, the Applicants aiso submitted to the Patent Office a 
Statement under 37 C.F.R. 3.73(b) which referenced a submitted 
assignment agreement which was executed on November 12, 2009 and 
December 11, 2009 between Metabyte Networks and Thomson Licensing 
S.A. A copy of the assignment agreement was submitted to the Patent 
Office, as well 
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3. On September 1 , 2010, the Patent Office denied the Power of Attorney as 
stating that the 37 C.F.R, 3.73(b) form was not received. This is not 
correct in that the 37 C.F.R. 3.73(b) was submitted on August 25, 2010 
(see point 2 above). 

Copies of the assignment, PTO/SB/81, and 37 C.F.R. 3.73(b) form being 
resubmitted with this paper. 



In view of these facts, the Applicants request that the Patent Office reconsider 
the Power of Attorney form and the submitted 37 C.F.R. 3.73(b) form to 
designate representatives from Thomson Licensing S.A. as having Power of 
Attorney to prosecute this application.
